Wilson yesterday that he would “pock­ 
et'* the peace treaty unless the repub­ 
licans receded from their determined 
stand for reservations that would in 
effect nullify the document and cause 
its re-submission to the great pow­ 
ers, left the fate of the treaty hang­ 
ing in the balance, with final decis­ 
ion in the hands of the mild reser- 
vattonists.
